The motor magnate made the an­ 
nouncement as he left the White 
House after attending President Hoo­ 
ver’s conference with a score of the 
country’s leading industrialists and 
basiness men. 
He furnished no details, but indi­ 
cated that a formal announcement 
s(K>n would be made in Detroit. 
Ford did say, however, that the 
increase would be worked out on “a 
percentage basis.” 
His experts are 
now engaged in the task of working 
out the plan. 
Only an hour before, Ford had is­ 
sued a long statement—long for him 
to the general effect that what the 
country needs is Jiigher wages and 
lower costs for purchased commodi- 
tie.s. 
He declared the purchasing power 
of “our best customers—the Ameri­ 
can people’' 
should 
be 
increased, 
w hich could be accomplished in twm | 
w ays, putting more value into goods | 
and reducing prices, or increasing the 
general wage level of the country. 
“Wages must go up,” he said. 
Ford’s statement was handed to 
iicw'.spapermen innunediately after the 
President’s conference broke up. 
Later, the automobile magnate re­ 
turned to the White House for a pri­ 
vate talk with Mr. Hcx)ver and as he 
dashed away to catch a train he told 
newspapermen that he shortly would 
announce that he was taking his own 
advice—that the wages of the great 
army of Ford workmen are going up. 
“Details later,” he said on the way 
to the train. 
Ford has always been the foremost 
proponent of high wages in industry. 
He shocked the conservatives of in­ 
dustry some years ago with his min­ 
imum wage of $5 a day policy at a 
time when other lines of industry 
were paying workers as low as $2 a 
day. 
And since that time the wage 
level in the Fird plants has constant­ 
ly ascended.

It is in the nature of an auxiliary 
j engine placed in the tender of en- 
! gine No. 951 of the Baltimore and 
! Ohio, which adds 15,500 tractive power 
units to the 95,000 tractive units of 
¡the engine, 
giving 
the 
additional 
power needed in pushing heavy trains 
over the hump, without the use of 
an additional engine and train crew 
as has been the case in the past. 
It is all operated by the engineer of 
the engine and 
without 
additional 
help on the crew. 
When not needed, 
it in no way interferes with or adds 
to the work of the engine or engi­ 
neer.
